THK DOUGLAS COUNTY LYNCHING. 


A man was shot and killed iu Doug- 


las County on Thanksgiving night. 
The murdered man bore a good repu- 
lotion, while the murderer, who was o 
comparative stranger, did not. The 
murderer was arrested and imprisoned 
in thp county jail awaiting trial. A 
party of masked men took the prisoner 
from the jail and hanged him from the 
most convenient, tree. It was charged 
that the prisoner was tnrt.nred before 
death and his body mutilated after- 
wards, but that has been denied. 


The Courier, published where the 


lynching oceur.ed, condemned the act 
and somewhat emphatically denounced 
its perpetrators. 
It could not well do 


otherwise in a community noted for 
years for its peaceablenesa and disposi- 
tion to maintain law and order. 


Now a large number of respectable 


citizens, many ol whom are heavy tax- 
payers, publish a communication in 
the Courier expressing tho opinion that 
for the Qrst Jime justice has been 
meted out to a murderer in Douglas 
County and refering to the record to 
sustain this opinion and denying that 
the Courier tn denouncing the lynohers 
expressed the sentiments of the major- 
ity of the people of Douglas County. 


Though Douglas County, since the 


early days has not been noted for law- 
lessness it appears that many of its 
best citizens approve the manner in 
which the perpetrator of the recent 
murder at Gardnerville was disposed 
of and publicly declare themselves to 
that 
effect. To charge that those 


citizens are not peaceable and law 
abiding is to allege what is not trr-.e. 
They live close to the California line, 
read the San Francisco newspaper?, see 
the way in which murderers are pro- 
tected by legal technicalities from the 
just consequence of their acts and be- 
lieving that murder is a crime, which 
should be punished with death, do not 
hesitate to not only justify, bnt com- 
mend lynch law. 


The way to prevent recurrences o' 


the Genoa tragedy and let the law tnke 
its course in murder cases, where the 
guilt of the murderer is clearly eatub- 
lished, is to inflict the penalty imposed 
by law for the crime.

Best Avenues to SnccuMj Aro Fonnd Out- 


side Our largest Cities. 


"Business conditions of the grent cit- 


ies nro not favorable to young men," 
writes Bdwird W. Eok iu The Ladies' 
Homo Journal, advising- young, men 
about to begin their careers against go- 
ing to the big cities. "It is said," lie 
continues, "that competition develops 
men. 
It does \inrruestionnbly. But to 


cope vrith present competition as it ex- 
ists in the centers calls for a vast 
amount of experience. That experience 
a man must hnve back of him uoforo ho 
can outer the competing arena. 'But 
how cau I better acquire that experience 
than where there is constant need of it?' 
How better, my young friend? By serv- 
ing u long apprenticeship ill some city 
smaller than the greatest. The large 
cities are today poor places in which, to 
learn the rudiments of Business com- 
petition, for while the young man is 
learning the experienced man swallows 
him np. 'But that is experience,' per- 
sists the young man. It is, but a more 
severe kind than there is need of—a 
kind which, once indulged in, does not 
leave a pleasant remembrance. Compe- 
tition in a smaller city may be just as 
keen proportionately; but, vchat is all 
important fo tlio young man starting 
out, the risks are not so grent, the ex- 
perience is not apt to bo so costly 
shonld he fail to succeed. It is a true 
saying that a man before he succeeds in 
business must expect to measure his 
height on tho ground a time or two. 
But it is not necessary that in his first 
knockdown lie should be knocked out. 


"But there is another and more im- 


portant fnct which the young man 
away from the large cities does not 
realize. It is that the number of possi- 
ble positions iu the large cities is not 
increasing, despite tho reiterated asser- 
tions constantly made to the contrary. 
The very opposite is the truth. Various 
causes esplaiu this—higher taxes, high- 
er prices of lots, or lack of building 
room, labor strikes and lower cost of 
production. The manufacturing inter- 
ests of this country are constantly tend- 
ing toward the^smaller cities and away 
from the centers. .And this means fewer 
positions, since only in rare instances 
does the executive branch of a business 
call for a larger number of employees 
than does the manufacturing side. 
Strange as the change of current may 
seem, it is nevertheless a fact that tho 
young man who today leaves a good 
sized city of actual manufacturing ad- 
vantages turns his hack on what in a 
few years will be one of the industrial 
be*hives of America."

FORTUNES FROM GARBAGE. 


Science Converts tho Refuse of Cities Into 


Steam, l-'ertilizera, Soap, Etc. 


William George Jordan, writing on 


"Wonders of tho World's Waste," in 
The Ladies Home Journal, says: "Tho 
garbage of a groat city is worth a for- 
tune every year if properly utilized. In 
St. Louis the refuse is placed in enor- 
mous vertical cylinders, surrounded by 
steam jackets, which evaporate the 7o 
to 80 per cent of water in the garbage. 
Tbo fatty substances are dissolved, and 
as the result of a number of processes a 
fertilizer is produced which is worth 
from $9 to $12 per ton, the demand ex- 
ceeding the supply. One of the purest 
and best soaps of the country was made 
of garbage grease before cottonseed oil 
entered tho field. It is now proposed to 
light London by electricity for nothing. 
It now costs that city $1.08 (4s. 8d.) to 
get rid of a ton of garbage. A combina- 
tion of rollers and other apparatus has 
been devised that can burn the garbage 
at 24 cents (1 shilling) per ton and gen- 
crate steam sufficient to run enough dy- 
namos to light the entire city. London 
can thus savo 3s. Sd. on each ton and 
in addition illuminate its city without 
cost Garbage, by a machine called the 
dust destructor, is converted into clink- 
ers, which can be used for roadways, as 
artificial stone for sidewalks and as 
sand for mortar and cement. In Paris 
the invisible particles of iron, worn 
from wheels and from the shoes of 
horses, are'rescued by passing powerful 
magnets through the sweepings. "
